A Reasonable Budget 
In closing his outline of the annual 
stimates the provincial treasurer 
pointed out that the budget was rea- 
onable in every particular and pro- 
ided fo® the expenditure of as large 
sum as was justified. He desired to 
mpress the fact upon the house also

allant band of soldiers numbered 28, 
neluding one coveted Victoria Cross. 
he University expenditure in 1918 
was $339,500 but the appropriation 
his year was necessarily larger. Stu- 
dents now enrolled numbered 507 and 
it was expected the attendance in 
1919-20 would be near 700. Mr. 
‘Mitchell paid a tribute, to the work 
in the khaki university headed -by 
President H. M. Tory, of the Univer- 
ity of Alberta.

New Bills Introduced 
The first reading was given the bill 
introduced by Premier Stewart, being 
an act respecting rural telephone con- 
BLruction. 

Mr. Marshall obtained a second 
reading to the bill amending the Wo- 
men's Institute Act, providing for the 
formation of girls’ clubs. 

The Bulks Sales Act amendment 
submitted by Mr. Boyle was also read 
a second time. 

Hon. A. McLean's bill amending the 
‘Taber Irrigation District Act was read 
a second time. 

Hon, A. G. MacKay introduced seven 
bills to amend respectively the Sup- 
plementary Revenue Act, Towns Act, 
Local Improvement Districts Act, Vil- 
lage Act, Municipal Districts Act, Wild 
Lands Tax Act, and the Educational 
Tax Act. 

Hon, J. R, Boyle introduced and 

moved the first reading of an act to 

amend the act respecting the supreme 

court and administration of justice. 
The Budget Address 

The entire amount of earned but 
incollected taxes now owing the pro- 
‘incial treasury was $3,549,568.49, 
Hion.

Mr. tchell said that between 
$400,000 and $500,000 was owed by 
the Hudson's Bay Company on the 
wild land taxation, and the protest 
of the company against the tax was 
now in the hands of the highest court 
of the land. The C.N.R. was another 
concern legally protesting against 
axation on main line systems in the 
rovince, the arrears now amounting 
Ko $126,000. 

That no new sources of taxation 
were to be opened by the government 
during the year was the important 
announcement of Mr. Mitchell, How- 
ever, he desired to most emphatically 
point out that if Alberta was to keep 
pace with the progress of other pro- 
vipces its sources of revenue must be 
kept reasonably large. 

Mr. Mitchell said he would be dis- 
appointed if the opposition offered 
carping criticism of the proposed ex- 
penditure totala and the methods of 
taxation. Revenues had to be main- 
tained and the matter was one upon 
which alt sides of the house should 
get together. He also pointed out 
that the province had no legal powers 
to tax otherwise than by direct 


methods, 
Rural Credit 

Mr. Mitchell dwelt upon the fact 
|that the rural credit act of the gov- 
ernment had never been taken ad- 
vantage of to any extent, partly by 
reason of the war rates on money, the 
unfavorable attitude of the banks, and 
the fact that the people of the prov- 
ince had not shown much interest in 
the measure. However, amendments 
to the act were proposed at the pres- 
nt session and it was hoped these 
revisions would remove some of the |

In regard to the federal housing 
proposal, Mr. Mitchell said the provin- 
cial government was not convinced 
that there was need of such a scheme 
in Alberta, but if such a demand was 
observed before the close of the ses- 
sion supplementary estimates would 
be brought down to deal with the 
situation on a provincial basis.

three or four years, this government 
has been distributing to the people of 
this province more money than it has 
collected, with the exception, of 
course, of the monies that are neces- 
sary on account of interest payments, 
which is more than balanced by do- 
minion subsidy? If the people of this 
province made a practice of purchas- 
ing provincial bonds, (and I say that 
over a million dollars’ worth of these 
have now been sold within the prov- 
ince in the form of savings certifi- 
cates), we should svon reach the po- 
sition where all of the taxes collected 
by the provincial gove@nment would 
be returned to the people. If this 
ideal condition could be obtained, the 
result would be that the people, tak- 
ing them in # general way, would Tot" 
be out of pocket on account of taxa- 
tion, and the only effect of taxation 
would be that they would be doing a 
certain amount of productive work 
for the benfit of the province as a 
whole, Le., the province uses the tax 
collections largely to reimburse the 
people for their public service. 

While some difficulty may be exper- 
ienced in balancing the revenue and 
expenditure of the province in the 
current year, no new taxation will be 
imposed. It will, however, be neces- 
sary to retain the supplementary rev- 
enue tax for ordinary purposes, in 
order to meet the following new obli- 
gations:

It was stated at the time that the 
government did not intend the Sup- 
plementary Revenue tax as a purely 
patriotic tax, and also that the hon- 
orable members representing the pro- 
vince at large realized this fact by 
giving it their support, i.e. in spite 
of the amendment moved by the op- 
position in favor of making it a pure- 
all soldiers' repre- 
sentatives consistently supported the 
bill as it stood. 

I wish to make a reference here, 
once for all, to the cry that is fre- 
quently put up by the opposition 
press that the government had been 
finally compelled to impose direct tax- 
ation, and that they expect that the 
government would frankly make 
this admission in due course. I do 
not know whether this etatement is 
being made for the political effect or 
as merely the result of ignorance, 
but the fact remains that direct taa- 
stion has always existed in this pro- 
vinoe, is the only kind of taxation that 
does exist, and is the only method of 
taxation that thie government is 
authorized by the British North Am- 
erica act to impose, It is the only 
remedy of taxation left to us by the 
constitution of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, which reserves for itself the im- 
posing of indirect taxation. 

Natural Resources. 

I wish only to make slight reference 
to the question of Natural Resources. 
It is pleasing to be able to state that 
something definite is likely to be done 
in the near future with a view to 
turning over to the Western Provinces 
at least a portion of Natural Resources 
that rightfully belong to them. It is 
to be hoped that when the Natural 
Resources are finally turned over by 
the Dominion Government that it will 
not be at too great a sacrifice of our 
Dominion Subsidy, and that what we 
do receive wil not be that portion of 
those Natural Resources that cannot 
be administered without a fair degree 
of profit to the people of the ro- 
vinces. 

In connection with the Farm Loan 
Act I would point out that while the 
War is over, conditions with respect 
to borrowing have notaltered to such 
an extent as would warrant the Pro- 
vince entering upon an extensive Farm 
Loan business. To carry on such a

|ASKS FORSTER 


TO RETURN TO 


Premier Desires to Hear His Story 
in Connection with Boudreau 


Charges 


Premier Stewart in formed the leg- 
islature Tuesday afternoon that he 
had wired F, G. Forster, ex-chief li- 
cenge inspector, to return to Edmon- 
ton to give evidence in connection 
with charges made against the mem- 
ber for St. Albert and referred to the 
public accounts committee, 


The wire sent Mr. Forster says, 
“Come immediately, expenses guar- 
anteed. Wire when you will be here.” 


This being signed by the premier. 

A. F. Ewing brought up the matter 
raised by him in the public accounts 
during the morning when he request- 
ed that F. G, Forster, now in Califor- 
nia, be asked to return to Edmonton 
and give evidence before the com- 
mittee. Mr. Ewing admitied that the 
chairman of the committee, James 
McNaughton, was within his technical 
rights when he declined to write Mr. 
Forster to this effect without an order 
from the house. It was conceded that 
the committee had no authority to 
call any witness from outside the pro- 


vince. 
Mr. Boyle Explains 

Hon. J. R, Boyie in explaining that 
it wae understood that Mr, Forster 
was willing to return, read a long tel- 
egram recelved from Mr. Forster re- 
garding the statcments made against 
L. Boudreau, memter for St. Albert, 
to the effect that t's momber acquired 
liquor illegally {ici Wie government 
vendor's store. 

Mr. Boyle pointed ov. that the tel- 
egram showed thai Mr. Sorster’s evi- 
dence was apparently that of hearsay 
from two parties now in the province, 
and in view of this fact and others it 
would seem the conditions laid down 
by Mr. Forster for his return were 
hardly reasonable.

borrowing of many millions of dollars, | ** 
and before a responsibilty of this kind | * 


could be undertaken the Government 
feels that it is essential that the money 
markets be in such condition as will 
warrant not only a steady and continu- 
ous flow of money, but at a rate suffi- 
clently low to enable the Government 
to re-loan at rates which would be 
satisfactory to the borrower 

Up to the present time the Govern- 
ment has not considered that financial! 
conditions will meet this requirement 
and for this reason has deferred bring- | 
ing into force the Farm Loan Act. 
From present indications it would ap- 
pear that the return to normal inter- 
est charges will be gradual, and for 
that reason, the Government does not 


intend to enter into the Farm Loan! 
business at least during the current 
year. The Province, however, is ex- 


tending assistance to the farming tn- 
dustry through the operation of the 
Live Stock Mneouragement Act known 
as the Cow Bill, under the provisions 
of which over $1,000,000 has been 
loaned to the farmers for the pur- 
chase of live stock. Fortunately, the 
Government has been able to secure 
this money through the medium of 
one of the banking institutions at a 6 
per cent. rate, covering a period of 
five years. This in itself is no small 
effort on the part of the Government 
in the way of rural credits 

The great distinction, however, be- 
tween the Farm Loan Act and the Live 
Stock Encouragement Act is the much 
larger volume of money which is re- 
quired to operate the Farm Loan Act 
than is necessary under the Live Stock 
Encouragement Act.
